Professor Urges Change In System 


Delinquency Problem Needs Rethinking 


(Editor’s Note: This is the final article in a six-part series studying juvenile 
crime).

In searching for the causes and cures of the juvenile delinquency problem, it 
might be more beneficial to take a hard look at America’s entire social system 
rather than putting the blame on the children themselves. 
This is the philosophy of Dr. Geoffrey Alpert, professor of sociology and 
political economy at the University of Texas at Dallas and a longtime advocate of 
major changes in the approach to treating and preventing juvenile delinquency. 
“It’s a matter of person-blame versus system-blame,” noted the professor. 
“Most people involved with juvenile delinquency assume that when something 
goes wrong in the continuation of a juvenile’s career, then there is something 
wrong with the kid. This leads to a definition of the problem being in the mind of 
the individual and the idea that change should be in the mind of the individual too. 
“Ifs a very limiting perspective,” he continued, “because it assumes that the 
schools are always right, adults are always right and the courts are always right. 
Very few people feel that something could be wrong with the system rather than 
with the kid.” 
“Right now, 
we9re just patching the dam with Band-aids. 
If we don’t restructure the dam, 
it will burst. 
That9s the way it is with the system 
as it is now.99 


Dr. Alpert explained that it winds up being much easier to blame the individual 
with less political potency than it would be to blame the “establishment” which 
has a large stake in its own methods of operation. 
“Also, if rehabilitation fails and the juvenile can’t be reformed, it’s just 
assumed that the kid is so far gone that nothing can be done to help him,” he 
added. 
What are the problems of the social system which make it responsible for 
fostering juvenile delinquency? 
According to Dr. Alpert, the isolation and segregation of juveniles labeled as 
“bad” causes more problems than it could ever solve. 
Children termed “delinquent” by the courts are placed in special places and 
groups which are negatively labelled. The same thing can happen in the schools 
before so-called “delinquent behavior” even begins by putting children in 
“bonehead English classes, etc.” the professor said. 
“The consequence of all this labelling and isolation is that if the kid is told often 
enough that he’s dumb or bad, he’ll believe it,” explained Dr. Alpert. 
Although some criminal justice experts advocate a theory' known as “radical 
non-intervention” in which no one intervenes with delinquent children, Dr. Alpert 
thinks that intervention is necessary but in a developmental rather than 
systematic approach. 
‘“Hie key element is not to isolate or segregate,” he said “It goes beyond 
radical non-intervention—you do intervene but not as a group of delinquents. 


There needs to be a complete disintegration of those segregated groups. 
“Instead of having a program set up by the juvenile justice system for 
delinquents, there could be programs for the ‘good’ and ‘bad’ kids together,” Dr. 
Alpert continued. “That way, the community won’t think of them as bad, they 
won’t think of themselves as bad and both groups can learn from each other.” 
To illustrate the theory, Dr. Alpert pointed out a recent sociological study done 
in Idaho where a group of “failures” and a group of “successes” were taken from 
a high school, mixed together and made tutors for elementary students. The 
“bad” kids wound up not only helping the younger students, but also doing better 
in their own schoolwork and associations with others. 
“It gave them a sense of accomplishment,” explained the professor. “If you 
can make a kid feel good about what he’s doing, give him something to follow, it 
will work out better than telling him he’s bad and isolating him. You must create 
jobs that are meaningful and develop ongoing programs run by those outside the 
system for everyone.” 
This theory of delinquency prevention through youth development is beginning 
to gain more support across the nation. An office of the U.S. Dept, of Health, 
Education and Welfare was set up specifically to study this approach. 
And though some progress is being made in emphasizing system-blame rather 
than person-blame, Dr. Alpert said that “Whether or not it will catch on is 
pessimistic, because of the political inroads.” 
“Where it really hits is economics,” stated the political economist. 
“Delinquency rehabilitation and or prevention is big business. A lot of money is 
being spent, and who runs those funds is a big issue. There’s a vested interest in 
keeping the schools, counselors and system the same. It’s easier just to take the 
kid and say he’s wrong. 
“Right now, we’re just patching the dam with Band-aids,” he continued. “If we

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don’t restructure the dam, it 
will burst.

If we don’t make some 
changes it will get worse and 
worse. It might not get as 
bad as it was in the ‘60’s, but 
it won’t get any better.” 
The rather chm prospects 
of changing society to help 
individuals can be summed 
up in what Dr. 
Alpert 
described as his ‘‘favorite 
quote” from Judge D.L. 
Bazelon, the controversial 
district juvenile court judge 
in Washington D.C. Judge 
Bazelon told a group of 
correctional psychologists: 
‘‘Why should we even 
consider fundamental social 
changes ... if the entire 
problem can be solved by 


having scientists teach the 
criminal class—like a group 
of laboratory rats—to march 
successfully through the 
maze of our society? 
“ In short, before you 
respond with enthusiasm to 
our pleas for help, you must 
ask yourselves whether your 
help is really needed, or 
whether you are merely 
engaged as magicians to 
perform 
an 
intriguing 
sideshow so that the spec­ 
tators will not notice the 
crisis in the center ring. 
‘‘In 
considering 
our 
motives for offering you a 
role, I think you would do 
well to consider how much 
less expensive it is to hire a 
thousand psychologists than 
to make even a minuscule 
change in the social, and 
economic structure.”

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ATHEROSCLEROSIS 
Since they are not quit'e sure 
what 
causes 
atherosclerosis 
everybody and their dog hfis come 
out with a theory. The first ap­ 
peared in 1852 and held for rh that It 
was caused by an injury to the 
walls of the larger arteries. The 
most popular one now is that the 
underling abnormality is an excess 
of certain fatty acids in the blood. 
They like this theory because of the 
changes in blood lipids (cholesterol 
and triglycerides are fairly easy to 
measure. The falicy of this theory 
is that not everyone with high 
cholesterol 
will 
develop 
atherosclerosis. 
Another 
theory 
combines the 
above two. It holds that there is 
some kind of injury or change in the 
lining of the arteries and it will 
snag the large molicules of these 
lipids and start a buildup that way. 
However, 
don't 
ask 
me 
my 
thoughts on it 'cause I am just as 
confused as the next feller as to the 
causes of the problem. While they 
are not quite sure what causes 
atherosclerosis they do know that 
certain factors increase the risk of 
getting it. And these are grouped in 
two general catagories: 
genitic 
(inherited) and environmental. 
The best single index of ahtero is 
coronary artery disease and they 
have found that certain things 
increase 
the 
risk 
of 
getting 
coronary artery disease. The first 
is age, and getting old ain't so bad 
when you consider the alternative, 
but 
it 
is 
well 
known 
that 
atheroclerosis increases with age. 
Also, the male human between 35 
and 44 has six times the death rate 
from coronary disease than do 
females. This gives rise to the 
saying "The fatal forties", but 
there again, if you are a male I 
don't see where you can do a whole 
lot about it. 
However, there is a lot a person 
can do about cigarette smoking, 
hypertension and some of the other 
causes that we will go into later.

Carter Learns Lesson 
It’s ‘His’ Government Now

Daniel P 
Moynihan, form er am 
bassador to the U N and now Democratic 
senator from New York, made a per 
ceptive capsule commentary the other 
day 
Asked if President Carter's defense of 
the I’entral Intelligence Agency in the 
matter of payments to foreign heads of 
states meant that he had forgotten his 
campaign promise to curb secrecy in 
government. Moynihan replied, “ No He’s 
just learned that it s his CIA." 


I i i other words, the view from the oval 
office is not the same as the view from the 
campaign stump There is a world of 
difference between being a candidate tor 
president and actually being president, 
between offering solutions and programs 
from outside the White House and actually 
sitting behind the desk where the buck 
stops 
Moynihan might well have said. “ He's 
just learned that it s his baby"- meaning 
the government as a whole. 
Call it “the graying of the president." 
As another example of good intentions 
grounded by reality, consider Mr Carter’s 
complaint that his cabinet and staff are 
buying him in paperwork. According to his 
deputy press secretary, the president told 
a cabinet meeting that in one week he 
received 125 memos and additional 
national security papers totaling 
BOO 


pages, all of which he was supposed to 
study and digest in a day and a half. 
So vast and complex has the government 
become that no one man can possibly 
comprehend it all. much less preside over 
its operations in every detail. Even lesser 
officials whose areas of responsibility are 
far smaller than those of the president are 
overwhelmed. 
Mr. Carter has, in fact, revoked an 
order requiring all cabinet officers to 
personally read each new regulation 
issued by their departments—after having 
achieved his objective—to impress upon 
them the sheer volume and complexity of 
their departments’ activities. 
What is true of the president and the 
executive branch is equally true of the 
legislative and judicial branches 
Senators and representatives cannot 
absorb all the data, information and 
testimony amassed by congressional 
committees, or read and weigh each one of 
the thousands of bills dropped into the 
hopper each session They often leave the 
final interpretation of the laws they pass 
up to the judges, who themselves are 
burdened by growing caseloads. 
Yet somehow the government creaks 
along from day to day. The bureaucracy 
functions somehow. Things get done—not 
always what should be done—and we 
muddle through.

First let it be said that the authorities in Washington were 
absolutely superb in their patient and effective handling of 
the Hanafi Moslem te rorists who held 134 hostages for some 
39 hours. The incident, to be sure, was not without tragedy. A 
radio reporter was killed when the group invaded three 
buildings, a city councilman was shot and wounded and 
more than a dozen of the hostages received injuries of lesser 
degrees But the ending could have been unimaginably 
worse, for at least eight of the hostages had been marked for 
death by beheading if the terrorists’ demands for vengeance 
against some convicted murderers were not met. 
Yet with a few minor exceptions — the cancellation of a 
movie, the return of a $750 fine to the group’s leader — the 
demands were not acceded to. Instead the release of the 
hostages was brought about by tireless negotiations.... 
’Hie obvious lesson from the episode is that there are 
superior responses to violence than counter-violence — 
unless all else fails. To negotiate is no sign of weakness; to 
the contrary, it requires far more intelligence, nerve and 
skill than to give an order to start shooting at once. The 
success in Washington, however, should scarcely be taken to 
mean that a definitive approach to terrorism has been found. 
Other terrorist actions will present their own set of cir­ 
cumstances to be dealt with — causes, demands, the num­ 
bers and treatment of any hostages, the degree of 
willingness of the terrorist to negotiate. As the Task Force on 
Disorders and Terrorism urged recently, local governments 
should be developing plans to cope with such situations.

Rather than indicating major changes in U.S. policy 
toward the four nations, it underscores the President’s 
stated commitment to the basic principle of freedom of 
movement for American citizens 
But it will do more than that 
Conferees will meet in Belgrade, Yugoslavia, in June to 
assess the implementation of the European security agree 
ments reached at Helsinki ii\l975. 


A major debate on the entire issue of human rights is 
expected. The President’s action will greatly strengthen his 
hand in the West-East confrontation. 
One section deals with freedom of travel. The President’s 
decision to lift the ban on American travel to the four 
previously proscribed countries will be positive proof of this 
nation’s firm intention to abide by the letter, as well as the 
spirit, of the agreements. Few Communist countries can 
show such tangible evidence. 
Carter also was wise in warning Americans who travel to 
any of the countries involved to be aware that they’ll be on 
their own. We have no diplomatic representatives there to 
bail them out if they wander into trouble.

“crucially important,” Owen correctly noted that “the issue 
of human rights is only one strand in the complex of East- 
West relations 
Although “we have to balance morality 
with reality," Owen warned that it would be wrong for any 
nation to forget this Concern for human rights “is not a 
diversionary tactic, but an integral part of foreign policy in 
the Western democracies " Pursuit of detente, he added, 
includes pursuit of “detente s highest aspirations,” as 
reflected in the human rights provision of the Helsinki ac­ 
cords 
This calls for goodwill and high negotiating skills." Owen 
continued “Above all. it means that we in the West must be 


sure of ourselves. We must be secure in the cohesion of our 
alliances and partnerships. We must be secure in our faith in 
our own democratic institutions...” Owen is right, of course. 
One could only wish that his counterparts in other free-world 
nations would see the Carter initiative as perceptively and 
speak out in favor of it as forthrightly as Owen has done.” 


Corpus Christi (Texas) Caller 
Oh, come on, you guys: A reasonable degree of skepticism 
about all things political is fine — it’s built into the American 
character, when you get right down to it — but rampant 
paranoia is something else again. 
Just how far we have come in our distrust of politicians 
was demonstrated in the wake of President Carter’s 
telephone call-in program earlier this month. While it was 
generally conceded to be a success, if not particularly 
productive of dazzling insights, there have now surfaced 
some hyper-suspicious individuals who are wondering out 
loud whether the Fix was in.

Taxes 


By L. J, K ruger, CPA- 
Question: I run a small business and expect a loss 
this year. Since it was my first year in business I would 
like to use it to offset next year’s income. Is this per­ 
missable as I understand that you must first carry 
back the loss? 
Answer: Prior law provided that taxpayers were 
generally allowed to carry a business net operating 
loss back to tile preceding three years and forward to 
the five years following the year of the loss. Dilferent 
carryback and carryover periods are allowed for 
certain specific types of taxpayers and certain types of 
losses. 
The new law provides two additional carryover years 
for business taxpayers in general and insurance 
companies (making a seven-year carryover), as well 
as for regulated transportation corporations (making a 
nine-year carryover). In addition, all taxpayers 
presently entitled to carryback periods for their net 
operating losses may elect to forego the entire 
carryback period for a net operating loss in any 
taxable year. These provisions apply to net operating 
losses incurred in tax years ending in 1976 or later

Taxpayers must report all 
winnings from gambling as 
income on their tax returns,

considers cash won as prizes

or lottery tickets, the IRS 
said. 
If a prize or award is 
payable at some future time 
at the option of whomever is 
giving the prize, the amount 
is not taxable as income until 
the taxpayer either receives 
it or the prize is made 
available to him or her.

Lake Lavon R eport------ 
‘Lavon’ Level Rises 
From February Rains

Reservoir Ranger 
February rains raised the level of Lake Lavon to 475.63 
feet above sea level. This is three and one-half feet above the 
old lake level. 
While rises were about one-half foot per week during 
February, March has seen only small increases. The old 
boat ramps in Avalon. East Fork, Collin, Little Ridge, 
Pebble Beach, and Clear Lake are currently useable. With 
an additional four feet of water most of the new ramps will 
be usable. 
Paint stripes have been painted on lower right lanes of the 
new ramps to mark the distance to drop off at the ramp end. 
You should look for these when water begins to cover the new 
ramps. 
Fishing was poor during the week ending March 13 due to 
high winds; however, one good batch of catfish was reported 
caught west of Clear Lake Park on trot lines Crappie season 
should begin shortly if good weather holds. Large catches 
were taken near the dam last year. 
All timber cutting has been discontinued Persons caught 
cutting will be cited for destruction of government property. 
We are currently developing a visitors information center 
at the Lavon Project Office. We hope to provide interesting 
and educational displays of natural science, Collin County 
history, and an explanation of the mission of the Corps of 
Engineers and Lake Lavon.

BONN (UPI) - In most 
West German homes the 
husband picks the television 
program the family wat­ 
ches.

Women still frequently 
earn less than men doing the 
same job. Only two to three 
per cent of newlyweds 
choose the woman’s family 
name as they now may do 
instead of the man’s. 


Yet German women have 
come a long way since the 
Nazis 
laid 
down 
their 
"kinder, kueche, kirche” 
doctrine that tried to confine 
women’s 
activities 
to 
childbearing, housework and 
churchgoing. 
“Emma,” the new and 
only 
Germ an 
magazine 
edited 
exclusively 
by 
women, 
says 
the West 
German frau still has a long 
way to go. 
"Em m a is a feminist 
magazine because we are 
convinced that women have 
a worse time in our country 
• than men. that where men 
and women both are victims, 
women still are victimized 
by the male victim,” the 
magazine said in its first 
issue in February. 


“No man will write in 
‘Emma,’” publisher Alice 
Schwarzer 
said 
in 
an 
editorial. 
“No man can imagine 
what it is like to be a woman. 
Even the most sensitive and 
sympathetic — and they 
unfortunately are rare — do 
not know what it means to be 
whistled at on the street, to 


have a delayed period, to run 
back and forth with a bad 
conscience between children 
and a job. In matters that 
concern women, women are 
the most competent au­ 
thorities. 
“The existing press is a 
m an’s press. 
“As a result the topics that 
really concern women or 
move them are not written 
about — usually out of 
ignorance but often out of 
contempt and fear.” 
Ms. Schwarzer invested 
her $41,600 earnings from 
her feminist book, 
“The 
Little Difference,” in the 
magazine. 
It does not carry cooking 
hints or cosmetic tips. But it 
will tell readers how to 
repair a leaking pipe or 
change a tire. 
It promises to try to 
unravel the “abracadabra” 
with 
which 
men 
have 
surrounded economics. 
“Why are there no women 
making economic policy?” 
an article asked. 
It an­ 
swered, “The men have seen 
to it that it remains their 


preserve. And because we 
didn’t want to. It was so 
complex and absurd to 
learn.” 
It attacks the German 
justice system as anti­ 
female. 
“We have a system of 
class justice in West Ger­ 
many,” the article says. 
“That is known. What is less 
well known is that we also 
have male justice. Justice is 


a man. Because: 
“Women often get longer 
sentences than men for the 
sam e job. Women have 
worse prison conditions than 
men. Women are pardoned 
more seldom than men.” 
On its style page, it says, 
“With high heels we can not 
run to catch a bus or flee 
from a rapist.” 
A page for girl readers 
features a boy paper doll 


named Peter with cutouts of

dress, 
an 
apron,

housecoat, a dustcap and a 
pocketbook. 
"Peter

The articles are taken 
from the 1976 report of the 
National Commission on the 
Observance of International 
Women’s Year. The report is 
entitled "...To Form A More 
Perfect Union..." Justice for 
American Women.) 
The Seneca Falls con­ 
vention of 1848, the first 
women’s rights meeting in 
America, drew more than 
250 women and about 40 
men, Mho arrived in buggies 
and wagons drawn by farm 
horses. 
They met for two days and 
demanded opportunities for 
women in education, trade, 
commerce, the professions 
and rights in property, free 
speech and the guardianship 
of their children. 
After much controversy, 
they took the daring step and 
asked for suffrage—the right 
to vote. 
But 
many 
setbacks 
marked the struggle that 
followed. 
In particular, 
women’s hopes were dashed 
when the 14th amendment 
extended the right to vote 
only to all male citizens. 
Two years later, in 1870, 
black males achieved suf­ 
frage through the 15th 
amendment. But it took 50 
more long years before all 
women won the right to vote. 
Some historians say that 
feminism died after the 
women’s suffrage amend­ 
ment (the 19th) was passed

in 1920. Actually there were 
new forces at work which 
were reordering and ex­ 
tending women’s interests in 
relation to socioeconomic 
events. 
Prime among them were 
the women’s organizations, 
some of which had their 
beginning in the 19th cen­ 
tury. 
In 1882, a group of women 
who had obtained college 
degrees despite great ob­ 
stacles came together to see 
how 
they 
could 
make 
education useful. The first 
study was of women’s health 
and physical education. 
They sought to counter the 
attitude that young women 
could not undergo the in­ 
tellectual strain of schooling 
without damaging their 
health. This group later 
became the American Assn. 
of University Women. 
Churchwomen founded the 
Young Woman’s Christian 
Assn. out of concern for the 
plight of women flocking to 
eastern city factory jobs 
where 
they 
endured 
sweatshop conditions. 
The General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, formed in 
1890, was the outgrowth of 
the Sorosis Gub organized 21 
years 
earlier 
by 
a 
newspaperwoman, Jane C. 
Crolly, because the all-male 
New York Press Club would 
not admit her to a dinner 
honoring Charles Dickens. 
Early 
20th 
century 
organizations also laid much 
of the groundwork for the 
women’s movement of the 
1960’s. 
The 
National 
Women’s Party, founded in 
1913 
to advance the suf­ 


frage 
movement, 
also 
spearheaded 
the 
in­ 
troduction of the first Equal 
Rights 
Amendment 
in 
Congress in 1923. 
In 1920, the League of 
Women Voters was formed 
by former suffrange workers 
to educate the new women 
electorate. 
The National Federation 
of Business and Professional 
Women’s Clubs, one of the 
strongest forces behind the 
drive for ERA ratification 


today, was formed in 1919. 
Its’ roots go back to World 
War I when the U.S. War 
Dept, organized a Women’s 
War Council to mobilize 
business and professional 
women to support the war 
effort. 
All of these groups gained 
strength 
and 
status 
throughout the 20's and 30’s 
when millions of American 
women came together in 
weekly or monthly meetings 
to discuss civic, business, 


cultural 
and 
personal 
problems 
and 
their 
solutions. 


While those meetings were 
nothing 
like 
the 
con­ 
sciousness-raising sessions 
of 
the 
60’s, 
these 
organizations built a broad- 
based constituency and 
leadership for later action.

Greasy makeup stains 
take special handling 


DEAR POLLY — Face and hand cream s have left 
greasy stains on my solid color sheets and pillowcases. 
Has anyone had success in removing such stains? — 
ANNE B. 
DEAR ANNE B. — One authority suggests placing the 
stains face down on paper towels and then applying a 
dry cleaning solvent to back side of stain, brushing from 
the center to the outer edges with a clean white cloth. 
Dampen stain with water and rub with BAR soap or 
light duty liquid detergent. Rinse and launder. 
I have had good luck removing lipstick stains (greasy) 
from pillowcases by rubbing petroleum jelly into stains 
and then applying liquid detergent. With a light rubbing 
stains disappear. Rinse out and then launder as usual. — 
POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Thoroughly clean a roll on deodorant bot­ 
tle that the top comes off of and fill with water to use when 
pressing seams. This is great as one never gets too much 
water in one place. 
When putting on gripper snaps sew four stitches across the 
base and they never slip The threads can be pulled out after 
they are on. — MRS. C A W. 
DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve (and believe me it peeves 
me plenty) concerns the merchants in this country who sell 
products made, manufactured and produced in foreign coun­ 
tries Often they are made of the poorest quality materials 
and cost outrageous prices. What is much worse is that they 
are paying or supporting those countries while thousands of 
people in this country walk the streets jobless, hungry and 
homeless.

DEAR POLLY — I have help for Janis who has grass grow­ 
ing between the bricks in her sidewalk. I have had this 
problem for years. First thing in the spring is to put some gas­ 
oline in a small watering can with a spout and dribble it on any 
weeds or grass coming up. If they are saturated they will not 
return or at least not before the next spring. I even go along 
the edge of my sidewalk in front of the house where they 
overlap the walk. (Polly’s note — Be sure the container has a 
small spout so the gasoline only goes where needed and don’t 
smoke or light matches while doing this.) — MRS. E. F. E. 
DEAR POLLY — When shopping for skirts or trousers take 
along some small safety pins. Pin one inside the front center 
waistband of whatever you decide to buy and have no more 
worries about whether or not the tag is in the front or back.

Policeman Will Give Thanks To Holy Virgin

ANTONIO,

A policeman this week 
began a 300-mile run from 
Mission San Juan to the 
Shrine of San Juan in the 
Lower Rio Grande Valley to 
fulfill a “promesa” he made 
to the Holy Virgin on behalf 
of his daughter five years 
ago. 
He was scheduled to arrive 
at the shrine today. 
“I made a promise that if 
Stephanie lived to her fifth 
birthday — March 20,1977 — 
I’d go to San Juan de Los 
Lagos, a church of miracles, 
to give thanks,” said Sgt. 
Albert 
Rodriguez, 
a 
policeman for the University 
of Texas at San Antonio. 
Stephanie Rodriguez was 
born with brain damage and 
other birth defects, including 
a heart murmur, congenital 
dislocated hip and breathing 
difficulties. She had not been 
expected to live beyond 
early childhood. 
So to carry out 
the 
promise, Rodriguez, 33, has 
been training daily and has 
covered 40 miles on several 
occasions. He wears a 12- 
inch wide plastic band 
around his torso for support 
following a gall bladder 
operation IO months ago. 
In January, he rode the 
route by bicycle to the Shrine 
at San Juan, Tex., as part of 
his training. The nonstop 
ride from San Antonio took 
Rodriguez less than 20 hours. 
While Rodriguez is un­ 
dertaking the marathon 
primarily 
for 
personal 
reasons, he has decided to 
use the long run to draw 
public attention to the needs 
of the mentally retarded and 
said he hopes the pride he 
feels for Stephanie will give 
encouragement to parents of 
other mentally retarded 
children. 
“ It’s 
important 
that 
parents not feel a sense of 
failure when they have a 
mentally retarded child,” he 
said. 
So Rodriguez said he hopes 
also to receive donations for 
the Bexar County Mental 
Health and Mental Retar­ 
dation Center, which needs 
equipment for its Child 
Development Center where 
82 
children, 
including 
Stephanie, are enrolled. 
His plans called for run­ 
ning 70 miles a day for four 
days and today was to run 
the remaining 20 miles from 


Harlingen to San Juan. 
His 
daughter 
is 
not 
physically able to be present 
at the Shrine when her father 
arrives, but Rodriguez plans 
to give her and the other 
children at the center a 
party on his return to San 
Antonio. 


The Shrine is a cause for 
pride of worshippers of 
Mexican 
descent 
from 
Northern 
Mexico 
and 
throughout the United States 
and thousands make annual 
pilgrammages to pray and 
pay 
th e ir “promesas,” 
promises made to the Virgin. 
One group of runners 


trudged from Guadalajara 
to San Juan in 1971 carrying 
a silver rose donated by a 
woman whose child was 
spared when an airplane 
crashed into the church. One 
Vietnam veteran deposited 
his uniform on the altar. A 
hippie once donated his long 
hair. 
Many miracles have been 
attributed to Our Lady of 
San Juan, depicted in the 
image of a three-feet tall 
statue. 
The first miracle was in 
1623 at San Juan, Mexico, 
where the original statue 
was said to have restored life 
to an acrobat killed while 


performing over upturned 
knives. 
Another was in 1949 when 
Father Joseph Azpiazu, who 
retired as rector at San 
Juan, Tex., in June, 1970, 
and two choir boys were 
saved by a rock from 
tumbling to their deaths over 
a precipice while driving on 
a Mexican highway. 
Father Azpiazu was en 
route to Guadaljara, Mexico, 
to get a replica of Our Lady 
of San Juan and vowed to 
construct a shrine at San 
Juan, Tex., to show his 
gratitude to the virgin. 
But perhaps the biggest 
miracle attributed to the

when a pilot “opposed to 
organized religion” crashed 
a single engine airplane into 
the roof of the shrine at high 
noon, showering flaming fuel 
over 60 priests and nuns 
attending a mass and 70 
children were eating lunch in 
an adjoining cafeteria. 
The pilot, Francis B. 
Alexander, 52, died in the 
crash and the building was 
destroyed. 
The only other injury was 
a bruised shin suffered by a 
priest who grabbed the 
statue and jumped over the 
altar taking Our Lady of San 
Juan to safety.

Politics Is Problem 
Intercommunion Eyed

(UPI)— 
Theologians have succeeded 
in resolving some major 
issues that have kept Roman 
Catholics and Protestants 
apart for 450 years, but 
church politics still blocks 
their sharing communion 
with one another. 
In addition, the Vatican’s 
recent 
statement 
reaf­ 
firming the Catholic ban on 
the ordination of women to 
the priesthood has added a 
wild card to interfaith talks 
with 
as 
yet 
uncertain 
meanings. 
“One of the best kept 
secrets of the decade is that 
the theological basis for the 
separation of the 16th cen­ 
tury has evaporated,” ac­ 
cording to the Rev. Richard 
John Neuhaus, a Brooklyn, 
N.Y., Lutheran pastor who 
edits the Forum Letter. 
R o m a n 
C a t h o l i c 
theologian and unity expert 
Dr. Leonard Swidler agrees. 
“The theological problems 
of intercommunion are all 
laid to rest,” Swidler said in 
a recent interview. 
According to both Neuhaus 
and Swidler, 12 years of talks 
between Roman Catholics 
and Protestant teams of 
theologians have resulted in 
agreements that could, for 
the first time since Martin 
Luther, 
allow 
Roman 
Catholics and members of 
s o m e 
P r o t e s t a n t 
denominations to kneel 
together with official sanc­ 
tion at each other’s altar rail 
and receive Holy Com­ 
munion. 
Holy Communion, or the 
Eucharist, is a rite believed 
to be instituted by Jesus 
shortly before his crucifixion 
in 
which 
worshippers 
receive bread and wine as 
his body and blood. It is the 
centerpiece of liturgical 


worship among Catholics, 
Anglicans, and Lutherans. 
Since Luther’s break with 
Rome, there have been 
sharp differences among the 
churches on such questions 
as whether 
Communion 
should be regarded as a 
sacrifice, 
the 
“ real 
presence” of Jesus in the 
elements of bread and wine 
and whether the priest who 
presides at Communion is a 
valid minister. 
Neuhaus said church of­ 
ficials are “embarrassed” 
by the agreements. Swidler 
said that as “they began to 
see all the ramifications of 
what this is going to mean in 
terms of church power, they 
began to pull back.” 
On the local level, said 
Neuhaus, 
pastors 
and 
churches “are reluctant to 
disturb the people with the 
news that the old stereotypes 
have been shattered, that the 
polemics once justifying 
separate 
existences 
no 
longer accurately describe 
the formal position of either 
Lutherans 
or 
Roman 
Catholics.” 
While the theologians have 
reached agreements that 
could 
allow 
for 
in­ 
tercommunion, church of­ 
ficials have generally drawn 
back from endorsing such 
practice on the basis of the 
agreements. 
Dr. 
Paul 
Empie, 
a 
Lutheran who has been one 
of the architects of the 
Lutheran-Roman 
Catholic 
agreements argued against 
a proposal by Lutherans to 
permit intercommunion as 
“inexpedient.” 
Other officials say it may 
be as long as a decade before 
church 
authorities 
are 
willing to take up the 
theologians’ challenge and 
permit intercommunion. 
A key element, according 
to 
both 
Catholic 
and 


Protestant officials, is the 
Roman Catholic relationship 
with the Orthodox church. 
“The Catholic discussions 
with the Orthodox is the 
main object of attention in 
Rome right now,” one of­ 
ficial said. “Any hope of 
formal restoration of unity 
focuses on the Orthodox.” 
The Orthodox, which split 
from Roman Catholicism in 
1054, adamantly oppose 
women’s ordination and 
while Rome has been en­ 
couraging Orthodox-Cat­ 
holic intercommunion, the 
Orthodox have so far turned 
back such gestures. 
Since both Anglicans and 
Lutherans allow the or­ 
dination of women, which 
means women can serve as 
priests or ministers at the 
celebration of Communion, 
it creates a touchy problem 
for the Vatican. 
“ Any 
intercommunion 
between 
Catholics 
and 
Anglicans 
or 
other 
Protestants would have to be 
ex p lain ed 
e x tre m e ly 
carefully to the Orthodox,” 
said one official involved in 
the interfaith talks. 
But ecumenists disagree 
on what the Vatican position 


on 
women’s 
ordination 
might mean for the future of 
intercommunion. 
The division over the 
issue, “ does make the 
problem more difficult, does 
throw a new element into the 
discussion of the deoctrine of 
ministry,” one said. 
Both 
Swidler 
and 
Neuhaus, however, said they 
believed 
the 
statement 
brings nothing new to the 
situation. 
“ When the Lutherans 
moved five years ago to 
admit women to the ministry 
it had no impact on the 
Lutheran-Catholic 
dialog­ 
ue,” 
Swidler 
said. 
“Similarly, as long ago as 
1973, the Anglicans said it 
was a decision for every 
church in the Anglican 
communion to decide for 
itself. In other words, the 
problem was already there, 
before the agreements were 
all reached.” 
“Now I think the reason 
Rome huffed and puffed at 
this time is that they were 
afraid of the movement for 
women’s ordination in their 
own church.” 


Economics: 
Principle 
and policy—From A 
Christian 
Perspective, 
by Tom Rose a Mott

At long last a void has been 
filled. Four and a half 
centuries 
ago, 
in 
the 
Reformation, the Bible was 
put into its rightful position 
as the earthly authority over 
all of life and its concerns. 
But tragically, there has not 
been a full development of 
thinking arising out of that 
great dividing time in 
history. 
Such battles had to be 
waged as a result of the 
Reformation that there was 
a postponing of the positive 
flowering of thought—on the 
need for forming all personal 
and institutional life by 
Scriptural orders and im­ 
plications. The Puritans did 
work matters out to con­ 
siderable 
degree, 
par­ 
ticularly in the American 
colonies, but not in a 
thoro u g h , 
sy ste m a tic 
manner. 
So the social science 
disciplines—and even most 
of the other academic ones— 
were not earlier brought into 
subjection to God’s infallible 
Word (the unfailing guide in 
all things). In our deeply 
troubled world of today, we 
can deeply regret that lack. 
Now we are seeing some 
exciting new developments 
in these lines. We are 
gaining what R. B. Kuiper 
called for in a notable ad­ 
dress on “Whitnessing” 41 
years ago: “Our task will not 
be accomplished until we 
shall have presented to the 
world, in addition to the true 
Gospel, a complete theistic 
view of life and the world.” 
That Biblical theistic view 
of one crucial area for all 
mankind—econom ics—is 
given in a most excellent 
new book by Tom Rose (of 
Plano). 
It 
is 
entitled 
“Economics: Principles and 
Policy.” And we can rejoice 
that the subtitle—“From A 
Christian 
Perspective”—is 
fully lived up to. 
Throughout, the author 
unabashedly comes back to 
“the Great Benchmark” by 
which to arrive at findings 
and test conclusions. The 
Bible does clearly and fully 
set out principles for an 


economic system and for the 
individuals and institutions 
within it. 
Mr. Rose, who has a 
background of experience 
and teaching to eminently 
quality him for this task, 
gives us this long-needed 
systematic 
study 
of 
economics. And it is written 
in a style having extreme 
clarity and interest for the 
reader. 
The book is professionally 
done and gives a com­ 
prehensive treatment of the 
subject. Practically all the 
areas that are in any good 
textbook on the subject are 
covered. Further than that, 
the truly great worth of the 
volume is its continual 
probing as to Why? 
The need for right values 
and sound principles is much 
emphasized. 
(The typical 
economics text of today is 
shot through with em­ 
piricism and pragmatism 
instead.) The work should 
become a widely used text­ 
book. 
But beyond that, the first 
four chapters are of such 
basic importance in our 
world that they should be 
required reading of every 
high school senior and 
college 
freshman 
in 
Christian institutions. These 
chapter titles tell why: The 
Nature of Man and Other 
Assumptions, The Bible and 
Economics, 
and 
The 
R elationship 
Between 
Economics and Political 
science. Every adult is 
personally affected by and 
responsible for decisions in 
those realms. 
Some of the subjects 
summarized in just one 
chapter—Number 
5—ind­ 
icate the thorough coverage 
of 
important 
m atters: 
Choice (as man maximizes 
his felt state of well-being); 
Freedom (the necessary 
pre-condition of choice); 
Scarcity (the inescapable 
condition of man in world of 
limited means, as God made 
it and as furthered by the 


Fall); Property (as well 
evidenced by Scripture and 
shown as a positive good in 
its accumulation, but which 
is held in stewardship under 
God); Civil Government 
(ordained in the Bible 
because of man's sinful 
nature; 
a 
protector of 
persons, nations, private 
property and the sactity of 
contract); Theology (on 
which rests any economic 
system, because there are 
basic presuppositions). 
The book is a superior 
work—because 
of 
the 
author’s skills in the subject 
and because the work comes 
out of the truths from God’s 
Word. Any weakness? We 
can wish the book had a 
greater 
coverage 
of 
monetary affairs and in­ 
flation. This area is an 
enormously important part 
of the field of economics— 
especially today—and is well 
principled by Scripture. 
One quotation from the 
volume: 
“ The 
author, 
as 
an 
economist 
and 
fellow 


researcher for truth in God’s 
created universe, agrees 
with the views of these 
Spirit-directed theologians. 
In summary, then, in this 
textbook I have striven to be 
rigidly scientific where pure 
science calls for a strict 
application of the scientific 
process. But in writing this 
book I have always kept in 
mind 
that 
a 
Christian 
operates from a different set 
of spiritually based premises 
than 
does 
the 
world, 
especially when dealing with 
the nature of man. Let us 
always be aware of the fact 
that differing premises may 
sometimes 
direct 
the 
Christian to a policy out­ 
come entirely different from 
the one at which his secular 
associate might arrive.” 
And his secular associates 
have now gotten our world 
set upon a road of grave 
troubles, one leading toward 
even greater disaster. 
Let us who love our Lord 
and His Word-truths be 
about our duty to get it 
turned around.

— Opposition because of 
the likelihood such teaching 
“will stray from religious 
study 
to 
religious 
in­ 
doctrination.” 
— Opposition because reli­ 
gion, 
and 
particularly 
Judaism, should maintain its 
distance from the state so 
that 
it can 
remain 
a 
prophetic critic of the state. 
— At least tenative sup­ 
port by a small handful of 
individuals who see in public 
school religious studies “a 
potentially 
worthwhile 
educational endeavor.” 
With those three responses 
in mind, Ms. Fuchs-Kreimer 
argues that the Jewish 
response 
has 
been 
inadequate and that the 
Jewish community should 
become more involved in the 
institutions supporting 
objective teaching about 
religion in the public schools. 
She argues that active, 
legal opposition to religion 
studies is unlikely to succeed 
in the courts but that if the 


Jewish community began to 
examine particular cases, 
“selective opposition may be 
more effective in guarding 
against abuse than would the 
stance of noninvolvement.” 
The Synagogue Council of 
America, 
the 
umbrella 
agency of Judaism, should 
consider joining the National 
Council on Religion and 
Public Education and that 
“from inside Jews can serve 
as 
watchdogs,” 
urging 
guidelines and limits on the 
development of religion 
courses, she said. 
A further step might be to 
“improve the Jewish con­ 
tribution to religious studies 
in the public school ... 
through funding and spon­ 
soring the development of 
curriculum,” she said. 
“Since ignorance on the 
part of teachers is at least as 
serious a problem as con­ 
scious evangelism,” she 
said, “Jewish organizations 
can work politically to im­ 
prove teacher education in 
religious studies.” 
In the long run, she said, 
Jews must ask the question 
of what the real threat is that 
they perceive in public 
education religious studies. 


It is a question that has 
been raised before, by 
Protestants and Roman 
Catholics as well, who are 
critical of the implicit 
“religious” 
nature 
of 
education in general. 
“ Teach the Bible as 
religious truth or teach it as 
a work of literature, each is 
a statement, neither is 
neutral,” she said.
